Eggs In Denmark | 


New Danish regulations governing the sale, import and export of eggs, | 


promulgated by the Danish Rigsdag and made effective Feb. 9, 1940 in 
Denmark, the world’s largest egg exporter until the war broke,out, with 
Great Britain and Germany the first and second ranking custemers respec- 
tively, should be of considerable interest to producers in Western Canada, 
in view of Danish efforts to maintain her supremacy in this market under 
great handicaps imposed by war conditions. 

Denmark was the first country to put the stamp of nationality on each 
egg, and the government of that country hopes that the new regulations 
will produce “a still better quality and thus continue to consolidate the 
good name of Danish eggs abroad.” 

The most important new regulation is that all who buy or receive eggs 
of second or lower quality for sale or distribution must in future pay the 
producer or dealer a lower price than that paid for first quality eggs, and 
the dealer must carry the lower price back to the producer,. This “under- 
price” is arrived at by making a deduction from the price of first quality 
eggs, and will be fixed by the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries on the 
recommendation of an Egg Board appointed by him and consisting of a 
representative of the Government Control Service for Butter and Eggs, 
etc., and delegates from exporting, producing and trading circles. 

Any person buying eggs from producers or from others than producers 


for the purpose of re-selling them—the latter category not including retail | 
sales——must notify the Government Control] Service on a special form; | 
provided certain conditions are complied with, he will then be authorized 
by the Ministry, and only persons so authorized may engage in such trade. | 


No producer may supply eggs for sale, and fio authorized trader may re- 


ceive eggs, unless on delivery each consignment bears such marks that the | 


identity of the producer can be established with certainty. 
. . 7 * 
Three Marking Methods 
Three ways of marking are open: 
(a) Every egg when received from the producer must be distinctly 
marked with a number allotted to the producer by the buyer, or 
(b) The eggs of every producer must be delivered in, or packed by the 


buyer in a box marked with the name and address of the producer, or 4 | 


number allotted to the producer by the buyer, and no other eggs may be 
packed in the same box, or 


(c) On delivery, the eggs from each producer must be securely separ- | 


ated in the boxes from the eggs of other producers and must be accom- 
panied by a special delivery document. 

Each producer is held responsible that every egg he sells is of first 
quality unless he has marked it “second class”; if he sells eggs for further 
distribution, however, he will generally not be held liable if he approves 
of the grading of the eggs made by the buyer. 

No eggs may be received from a producer between the hours of 4 p.m. 
on Wednesday and 12 p.m. on Thursdays. The purpose of this regulation 
is to prevent speculation by the producer in a possible rise in the quotation, 
which is fixed every Thursday at noon. 

Eggs despatched to the packing stations must be placed in suitable 
boxes, and these boxes must be kept fresh and clean and be provided with 
lids, The packing material must be dry, clean, inodorous and in good con- 
dition. Boxes must be protected from rain and sun, and eggs must not be 
conveyed in vehicles together with goods which are odorous or in any way 
liable to transmit any smell or undesirable taste to them. - 

No fundamental changes have been made in the regulations regarding 
the exporting of eggs and the packing of eggs for export. As hitherto 
“Fresh Danish Eggs’ for export must all be stamped with a mark repre- 
sented by an oval enclosing the word ‘Danish"." Under previous regula- 


tions Danish eggs of second quality could not be exported, and there is no- 


slackéning of this rule in the new regulations. The new order includes 
provisions as to the dimensions and quality of the boards used for making 
egg boxes, and the use of second-hand material is prohibited. 
* . . . 
War Exigencies 

“Fresh Danish Eggs”, “Danish Chipped Eggs” and “Danish Cold-Stored 
Eggs” may be packed only in flats containing 720 eggs in two layers, or in 
boxes of 360 eggs. In the latter event the eggs must be placed on moulded 
trays of a pattern sanctioned by the Government Control Service, or in re- 
tail cartons. The Danish government, however, admits that “the exigencies 
of war may make it necessary to give temporary dispensations from these 
rules.” 

Formerly there were no special regulations governing the sale of eggs 
in the Danish home market, but this has now been remedied by the new 
Act. In the wholesale and retail trades all eggs sold must be first class 
unless otherwise stated, and each egg is marked accordingly in the pre- 
scribed. manner. Furthermore, eggs must be sold by weight urless they 
are displayed for sale in distinctly named grades.

| Late Lord Tweedsmuir Said Great 
Possibilities In Our Air Effort. 

Canada's tremendous wartime air 
effort will place her “in the very 
forefront” of aeronautical develop- 
ment after the war and will supply 
her with a potentially great peace- 
time asset of a large body of trained 
airmen, Lord Tweedsmuir predicted 
in one of his last writings before his 
death. je 

This forecast is contained in an 
address the late Governor-General 
was preparing for delivery at the 
annual banquet of the Boy Scouts’ 
Association of Canada at Toronto. 

Lord Tweedsmuir suggested link- 
ing Scout training more closely with 
the practical problems which are 
facing the growing youth of the Do- 
minion. 

“We are giving our Scouts an ad- 
mirable moral and physical discip- 
line which is the true basis for a 
worthy and successful life,” Lord 
Tweedsmuir wrote. ‘You cannot put 
the value of that too high. 

“The problems of youth are more 
diffictit to-day than ever before and 


this war is over. Cannot we, while 
these boys are in our charge, do 
more by advice and training to see 
that when they enter a grown-up 
world, they have a _ reasonable 
chance. Cannot we, while keeping 
in the forefront our moral and spirit- 
ual ideals, take pains to see that our 
Scouts, when they enter adult life, 
shall have a real chance to reap the 
fruit of their training, and shall not 
get into the wrong grooves, or into 
blind alleys which lead to a dead 
wall.”

Leather Gloves 


Skins For Manufacture Come From 
‘Farms Of Canada 

In the manufacture of 663,802 
dozen pair of leather gloves, the 
leather glove and mitten industry of 
Canada in 1938, for which the latest 
details have just been published, 
used 5,675,687 square feet of ‘cow- 
hide, 3,625,998 of sheepskin, 1,122,- 
220 of horsehide, 4,127,617 of mule- 
skin, 679,863 of goatskin, 281,751 of 
pigskin, 85,410 of deerskin, 72,014 of 
lambskin, and 56,463 of other kinds 
of skins, In additjon $61,570 worth 
of splits (various kinds of leathér) 
and $298,550 of other supplies were 
included in the manufacture. The 
total cost of materials used amount- 
ed to $2,051,460. 


The amount of cheques cashed in

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Look For Increased Farm 


Efficiency From Intensive 
Educational Campaign 


Increased efficiency on the farm 
is aimed at by Manitoba's wartime 
committee on agriculture through an 
intensive farm educational cam- 
paign it is now launching. 


This campaign, to be conducted | 


through every medium, press, radio 
and lectures, is designed specifically 
to assist agriculture to carry out its 
national obligations in wartime and 
to help the farmer make the most 
efficient use of the farm resources 
in his own interest as well. 


stimulating use of improved methods | 


of production and marketing, ,it is 
also expected that the farmer will 
be placed in better position to with- 
stand the re-adjustments  antici- 
pated in the post-war period. 

This committee, intended to pool 
the experience of the best agricul- 
tural men in Manitoba, is composed 


of representatives of the govern-| 


ment of the Manitoba Federation of 
Agriculture (made up of a variety of 
farm organizations), of the Grain 
Exchange and similar bodies. 

The committee's program consists 
basically of the stimulation of ordi- 
nary peacetime farm activities. For 
instance, it will work for intensified 
drought prevention, keeping feed on 
the farm, guarding against crop 
failures by diversification and other 
means, improved breeding of stock, 
reduction of wastage such as badly- 
balanced feeding and the feeding of 
poor animals, less over-cultivation 
with its consequent loss of moisture.

Agriculture is the greatest Canadian 
industry and the people and the government are real- 
izing that the farmer cannot and will not be content 
to produce new wealth ata loss, This loss means 
economic insecurity, hardship and debt for the prim- 
ary producers. 

Recently some 15 trade treaties have 
been made in an effort to get better markets and 
thus. better. prices for these products... The treaty 
with U.S.A. gave. substantial reductions in duty on 
the. following. items going inic that great country 
from Canada: cattle, dairy products, horses, hog 
products, grass seeds, maple products, vegetables, ete 

The duty on heavy cattle weighing 
over 700 pounds was reduced from ° cents per pound 
ic 2 cents and then to 12 cenis. The quota was 193, 
960 per year but not more than 51,320 could enter in 
any cne quarter, 

There was also a reduction of 560% 
in the duty on calves and dairy cows, and Canadian 
exports more than doubled as a result. This increas- 
ed sale of cattle in U.S.A. resulted in increased price 
levels for all cattle sold in Canada, In 1935 the gen- 
era! average price was 3,70 cents per pound while in 
1938 the figure was 4.35 cents per pound. 

. The duty on live poultry was reduc- 
ed from 8 cents to four cents per pound and in 1985 
the exports to U.S.A. were 32,010 birds while in 1938 
308,172 birds were sold in that market. 

The Agricultural Products Co oper- 
ative Murketing Act encourages farmers to market 
their products co-operatively, Tt applies to every 
product except wheat and the government will ad- 
vance up to 80°7, of the average wholesale price over 
the preceeding three years to ass'st in financing of 
initial payments, 

The Wheat Board Amendment Act 
of 1939 provides that the government will guarantee 
70 cents for No.1 Northern at Fort William, This is 
too low and western members will continue © to press 
for a higher figure. It is, however, the best figure 


that could. be obtained and the West is urging the 


Minister to pay out the 8 or 10 cent surplus et seed- 
ing time instead of at the end of the crop year. This 
figure only applies to the first 5000 bushels. The 
Grain Futures Act puts the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
clange under thy supervision and control of the 
Board of Grain Commissioners. 

; Experience has taught prairie farm- 
ers that they are subject to periods of crop failure 
that they cannot prevent. The Prairie Farm Assist- 
ance Act ‘s intended. to aid farmers in these periods 
of distress. It is a step in the right direction altho 
there has been much confusion in the administration 
of it this first year. Provision for a 1% levy on all 
grain marketed is in the Act. 


The award paid under this Act will - 


be exempt from the operation of any law relating to 
bankruptcy or insolvency or to garnishment or attach 
ment, This means that the farmer_ who qualifies 
will receive the payment in cash for his. own use to 
purchase necessities for his family, 

Under the Prairie Farm Rehabilita- 
tion Act over 2000 projects in this constituency have 
been approved. This means real homes with gardens, 
trees, poultry, ete.

| uses of “black light” and has de- 
| veloped a substance that may re-

| luminous “paints” with ‘black light”. 
|Mr. Williams has developed what is 
known as a “luminous enamel”. This 
has a hard weather-resistant finish 
that can laugh at sufi, rain, wind 
jand sleet. Mr. Williams has the only 
jluminous enamel available at this 
time to the Allies, 

If you were to pay a visit to Mr 
Williams’ laboratory, you would 
have a momentary sensation of be- 
ing in a London blackout. 

As you glance around after gaz- 
ing at the light, you will see that all 
is not darkness as it was before. 
Over in the darkest of the dark 
corners there is now a _ grinning 
skeleton shining quite brilliantly

TUBERCULOSIS IN THE CANA- 
DIAN ARMY 


| According to McLean's magazine, 
more than 3,000 of the Canadians 
who enlisted in the Great War died 
of tuberculosis. Ten per cent. of 
them saw service in Canada only. 
|More than 4,000 veterans are still on 
pension for tuberculosis laid to war 
service. If the 3,000 who died from 
tuberculosis were treated for an 
}average of two years at a cost of 
three dolfars per day the approxi- 
mate total cost of this groups alone, 
not counting pensions to dependents, 
would be sixty and one-half million 
dollars. 

More than 4,500 men are receiving 
pensions for tuberculosis. Many of 
| these are totally disabled and on full 
lallowance, If the average pension 
is $75.00 per month, the annual cost 
has been $4,050,000. The cost in the 
20 years since the end of the war 
would amount to $81,000,000. Since 
some of the dirabled men were in in- 
| stitutions for a part of the time, the 
j}cost of, tuberculosis in the Canadian 
| Expeditionary Force has probably 
jreached $100,000,000. The Canadian 
|Tuberculosis Association is correct 
in asserting that a great deal of the 
disease could have been detected at 
enlistment by the use of proper 
methods. It is only by an x-ray 
examination that early signs of 
tuberculosis can be revealed. 

The Royal Army Medical Corps, 
which is responsible for the health 
of the Canadian soldier, has been 
ordered to have am x-ray plate of 
every recruit as well as special tests 
for diabetes, kidney diseases and ear 
defects. It is said that in the x-ray 
examinations already completed, less 
than one per cent, of the men have 
shown signs of tuberculosis. The 
value of these examinations is notf 
entirely to the enlisted men who ex- 
hibit signs of tuberculosis. The sift- 
ing out of infected men will prevent 


their spreading the disease to their, 
associates. It is a valuable piece of 
prevention.
